The initial contract between 
Westlock Utilities and Canadian 
Delhi is for a ten-year term but 
tho agreement will remain In 
force as long as gas is produced 
from the wells in economic quan¬ 
tities. 

At peak requirement, the util¬ 
ity will use about one million cu¬ 
bic feet of gas dally. The two wells 
are capable of producing 43.4 mil¬ 
lion cubic feet a day. Additional¬ 
ly, Canadian Dellh brought in an¬ 
other well in the same area last 
week—Delhi-Union-Pieardville No. 
3—and its three million cubic feet 
of daily output will also be avail¬ 
able to the utility If needed in the 
future. 

The hospital at Westlock will be 
among the grst to benefit from 
the natural gas which has the high 
efficiency rating of 1040 B.T.U.’s. 

The No. 1 well, with a daily cap¬ 
acity of 39.8 million cubic feet,. is 
Canadian Delhi's largest producer 
in Alberta.

No. 23 highway from High Riv¬ 
et east to the Vulcan Corner, 12 
miles north of Vulcan, will be re¬ 
gravelled this fall, according to an 
announcement made Iasi week by 
the Department of Public Works.

Grain Storage 
Could Still Be 
Big Problem 

With grain storage at a prem¬ 
ium this fall every effort will have 
to be made to protect threshed 
grain from the weather. C. A. 
Cheshire, Extension Agricultural 
Engineer. Alberla Department oi 
Agriculture, suggests that tempor¬ 
ary bins may be readily construct¬ 
ed by using snow fencing or woven 
wire. The snow fencing should he 
lined with some strong, tough 
waterproof material thal will con¬ 
tain the grain. "Fihreen" paper is 
excellent material for this lining, 
although some of the heavy va¬ 
pour barrier papers are satisfac¬ 
tory. The jiopi'r lining is not con¬ 
tinuous around the storage but 
should he cut into 8 or 10 foot 
lengths and overlapped sufficient 
ly to allow' for expansion of the 
snow fencing Itself. 

Tho snow fencing should not ex¬ 
ceed 50 feet in length, which 
means that the storage will be 
Just under 16 foot in diameter. 
Gtain should be delivered to the 
centre of this storage area so that 
the pile rises evenly along th'- 
walls. Care should‘be taken to see 
ihat the paper is snug against the 
fencing as the grain fills the stor¬ 
age. Wh"n this, type of slot age* is 
used and it is likely that the grain 
will have to be left for a period of 
two weeks or more, it is advisable 
to place. 8 inches or a foot ot 
straw on the ground under the 
grain. If the storage is requin-d 
for just a short time, cleaning off 
the loose surface earth is all that 
is necessary and will allow easy 
and clean recovery of the grain. 

Woven u ire can bo used in much 
the sam» manner as the snow fen¬ 
cing. The interior of the wire 
mtwf be covered with some tough 
material and the . following ha\e 
been found satisfactory: canvas, 
jute sack, straw, sheaves or hay, 
Again, the circumference of the 
storage shoqiil bo in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 50 feet. As with the snow 
fencing, straw pn the bottom of 
the storage is advisable where 
storage Is nec>*ssary for any ap¬ 
preciable length of time. 

A mimedgraph on the abnw and 
other methods of emergency grain 
storage is now available and may 
be obtained on request from the 
Extension Service, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Edmonton. 


Canada’s Imports 
Exceeding Exports 

Montreal, Sept. 24—"Canada is. 
passing through a phase, akin in a 
sense to the early years of her 
history, in which" slvf is import - 
ing more goods and services than 
she is exporjing and in which she 
is keeping her international pay¬ 
ments in balance with the aid of 
foreign capital." comments the 
Bank of Montreal in^its latest 
monthly .^usim-ss review. Despite 
a seven-months' excess of mer¬ 
chandise imports over exports of 
$332 millions, her "international 
working capital” of foreign ex¬ 
change reserves has not been sig- 
niticantly impaired. 

The review states than an ex¬ 
cess of total merchandise imports 
over exports had become "an un¬ 
familiar experience for the Cana¬ 
dian economy." Such excesses oc¬ 
curred in only four of the 35 
years between 1914 and 1950. Bet¬ 
ween Confederation and World 
War 1, however, "a deficit was the 
rule rather than the-exception." 

Excess of merchandise imports 
over exports by ‘the end of 1951 
"might be of the order of $400- 
*500 millions," the bank suggests. 
In addition, "invisible" transact¬ 
ions such as interest and dividend 
transfers, freight and shipping 
charges and tourist expenditures 
are expected to involve net out¬ 
payments not "very greatly dif¬ 
ferent:’ from last year’s figure of 
$489 millions. "On the plus side," 
the review continues, "there are 
net exports of non-monetary gold 
wh^ch have been running at the 
rate of $t60 millions a year." 

In all. the Bank concude.x, Can¬ 
ada's trading deficit in goods and 
services for the full year "could 
be in th<> neighborhood of $800 
millions, of which perhaps *500 
millions was record's! in the first 
half of the year," 

Deficit Financing 

.Commenting on the manner in 
which th-* half-year’s current ac¬ 
count deficit approximating S50<t 
millions has bc*-n financed, the 
bank points out that official re-' 
si rves of gold and US. dollars, 
"the most obvious sources of 
funds", had declim-d by only $59 
millions during the first six 
months of 1951. A major source of 
capital funds had bi*on the sale, 
by Canadian borrowers, of new is¬ 
sues in th" American market. 
Canadian provinces and munici¬ 
palities floated such issues in the 
amount of $208 millions in the 
Hrst eight months of the year. 

' The ph, nA.iwnj demand for 
imports." the review says, "has 
been spread across the hoard,' 
with no clear indication of ab¬ 
normally expanded purchasing of 
parlicuar items that would sug¬ 
gest u corresponding contraction 
later on. And although the total 
value of imports has been running 
15 per cent above a year eatliet, 
their current level, relative to 
business activity and prices, is 
not w*holly without preced.-nl " 
The bank suggests that the gath¬ 
ering momentum of the Canadian 
defence program will add to im¬ 
port requirements. 

The Busin--s* Review notes 
prosp<*rts for better export fig¬ 
ures in wheat and newsprint, but 
sees this year's increased ship¬ 
ments overseas as overshadowed
